The individual income tax payer is in a similar posi- 
tion.’ More and more of his income goes to government 
—less and less of it is his to spend and save and invest. 
Economists Have long believed that if a nation’s eco- 
nomy is to be kept dynamic and progressive, not more 
than 25 per cent of the national income must be ab- 
sorbed by taxes. Today about a third of the national 
incomes goes to government.
